day for a murder committed under an 
alleged criminal conspiracy by an or- 
ganised band of bl'acks known a& 
"Knights of the Archer." The motto 
of the organization it is said was 
"Death to the Whites." The murder 
for which the men died was the cul- 
mination of ia» long series of crimes.

MINERAL SPRINGS HOUSE AT 


WEST BADEN DESTROYED. 


ALL OF THE GUESTS ESCAPED 


FEW HAD TIME TO SAVE ANY 


OF THEIB BELONGINGS. 


MANY IN NEED OF CLOTHING 


THE LOSS WILL BE MORE THAN 


HALF A MILLION. 


West Baden, Ind,, June 14.—8:30 


a, m.—The Mineral Springs hotel was 
destroyed by fire today. 


No person was injured. 
The fire broke out at 1 a. m. in the 


bakeshop at the south 
end of the 


building. It burned rapidly and by 
3 o'clock the hotel had been com-, 
pletely 
consumed* 
The 
loss 
is 


$500,000; insurance, $100,000. 


Two 
hundred 
and 
twenty -five 


guests legisteied at the hotel last 
night. 


Most of them lost their 
effects. 


The guests were ti ansf erred to 
ITiench Lick and most of them left 
for their homes on morning trains. 


To the conditions of the disagree- 


able weather, which reduced the usual 
niumber of guests is attributed the 
exemption from loss- of life. 
A& it 


was the most consternation prevailed. 


Awakened <at 1 a. m. by the cries of 


five, and, knowing full well the com- 
bustible nature of tho graatt wooden 
buildinig the guests rushed into the 
halls as rapidly as possible and 
pushed toward the exits. They were 
spurred to quick effort 'by the blind- 
ing smoke that threatened to cut off 
their retreat, -aoid so, with no attempt 
to save valuables and clothing, they 
fled from the burning bualding. 


Many were inadequately clothed. 


Calls were made tor help upon other 
cities, but for 1'acfk of transportation 
it was impossible to get assistance. 
Th'e- progress of the flaittes was So 
rafpid that not even a metropolitan 
fire department could have tfaved the 
buildings. The 'hotel fire system was 
found to be wholly inefficient. The 
opera house was threatened by the 
burning of the covered walk leading 
to it, but was saved. The $30,000 
bath house, in course of construction 
and the new lavatory we-re destroyed 
Trench lick hotels 'offered sfaelter to 
the homeless guests, some of whom 
walked the entire 
distance, rather 


than wait for slow transportation. 


ANOTHEfR ACCOUNT.

statement that no lives were lost 
and that no one was hurt.

The hotel at the stprings is a total 


wreck. The large frame structure 
burned so rapidly that the guests 
had difficulty in escaping with their 
lives.
